To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Eton 
Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  to  you  this  my  34th  Annual  Report  relating  to 
the  year  1907,  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  show  that  the  health  of 
the  district,  judged  by  its  mortality  statistics,  has  been  satis- 
factorily maintained,  for  the  death  rate  from  all  causes,  which 
had  been  irS,  and  11*9  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population  in 
the  two  preceding  years,  fell  last  year,  notwithstanding  the 
unusually  large  number  of  deaths  from  diphtheria,  to  io*6,  which 
is  zj*4  per  1000  lower  than  the  mean  average  rate  of  the  33  years 
^874-1906.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  this  low  rate  is  in  a 
measure  owing  to  my  not  having  included  for  this  year,  as  I have 
in  previous  years,  the  deaths  occurring  in  the  workhouse  of 
patients  removed  into  it  from  the  constituent  parishes,  otherwise 
the  rate  would  be  i ro  per  looo. 

There  were  231  deaths  registered  in  the  district,  90  being  of 
persons  over  60,  including  6 over  90  years  of  age. 

The  zymotic  rate,  which  had  been  o*6  per  1000  in  each  of  the 
two  preceding  years,  rose  last  year  to  07.  Even  this  rate  is 
satisfactorily  low,  being  o'5  less  than  the  mean  average  rate  of 
the  33  years,  1874-1906. 
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The  number  of  fatal  and  non-fatal  cases  of  notifiable  diseases, 
which  had  been  34,  and  61  in  the  two  preceding  years,  rose  last 
year  to  132,  viz.,  51  scarlet  fev^er,  77  diphtheria,  and  5 enteric 
fever.

Births. — The  registered  number  of  children  born  alive  within 
^he  district  last  year  was  488,  including  263  of  males,  and  225  of 
females.  T his  shows  a decrease  of  27  below  the  births  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  is  equal  to  a rate  of  22  6 per  1000.  The  recorded 
birth  rate  in  the  Eton  Urb-in  district  was  10*3.  The  general  birth 
rate  in  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  26-3  ; and  in  the 
outer  ring  of  Suburban  districts  around  London,  25*7  per  1000. 

Deatns. — From  all  causes  231  deaths  were  registered  during 
the  year,  including  123  of  males,  and  108  of  females,  representing 
a rate  of  10  6 per  1000,  against  i r8  and  1 1*9  in  the  two  preceding* 
years.  The  death  rate  last  year  in  the  Eton  Urban  district  was 
7-2.  In  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  15*0  ; and  in  the  outer 
ring  of  Suburban  districts  around  London  14*5  per  1000. 

The  following  table  shows  the  birth  and  death  rates  in  the 
constituent  parishes  in  the  district.  The  wide  variations  in  the 
rates  should,  however,  be  referred  rather  to  the  inevitable  acci- 
dental variations  of  small  numbers,  than  to  differences  in  the 
health  condition  of  the  several  parishes  Death  rates  in  such 
small  areas  as  parishes  only  become  useful  when  calculated  for  a 
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series  of  years,  by  which  means  the  accidental  variations  in  single 
years  correct  themselves.  I have,  therefore,  stated  in  the  table 
below  the  average  rate  per  looo  for  the  20  preceding  years  : —

Mortality  at  different  Ages. — The  231  registered  deaths 
include  62  ot  children  under  5 years  of  age  ; 25  of  children  and 
adults  between  5 and  25  ; 28  of  persons  from  25  to  50  ; 20  from  5c 
to  60  ; 12  from  60  to  65  ; 20  from  65  to  70  ; 39  from  70  to  80  ; 19 
from  80  to  90,  and  6 above  90. 

Of  the  62  deaths  of  children  under  5 years  of  age,  40  were  of 
infants  under  i year,  equal  to  8*2  per  cent,  of  the  registered  births, 
against  7'i  and  83  per  cent,  in  the  2 preceding  years.  For 
purposes  of  comparison  it  may  be  stated  that  the  rate  of  infant 
mortality  measured  in  this  manner  last  year  in  the  Eton  Urban 
district  was  q i,  and  in  the  outer  ring  of  Suburban  districts 
around  London,  I2'2.

All  the  above  cases  were  isolated  at  their  homes  as  far  as 
practicable,  and  children  in  infected  houses  kept  from  attendinof 
school.  Of  the  77  cases  recorded,  4 5 were  notified  from  Colnbrook  ; 
26  in  that  part  of  it  in  the  parish  of  Langley,  and  17  in  that  of 
Horton  ; and  excepting  a single  case  notified  in  [uly,  all  occurred 
after  September  14th.  From  September  20th  to  November  iith, 
the  schools  were  closed. 


In  the  preceding  year  only  10  cases  w^ere  notified.

The  question  arising  as  to  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  of  this 
disease  in  such  numbers  in  such  a small  area  as  that  of  Colnbrook 
(in  which  43  cases  were  notified),  is  naturally  one  of  great  interest 
and  importance  to  those  living  in  the  locality. 

To  arrive  at  a positive  conclusion  as  to  this  is  difficult,  but  it 
is  worthy  of  note,  that  there  were  during  the  first  8 months  of  the 
year  isolated  cases  in  the  parishes  of  Iver,  Burnham,  Gerrard’s 
Cross,  Taplow,  and  Datchet  ; and  that  it  was  iiot  until  the  mionths 
of  September,  October,  November  and  December,  that  the  disease 
showed  itself  in  the  form  of  a local  epidemic  in  the  town  of 
Colnbrook. 

The  school  buildings  which  I inspected  can  in  my  opinion,  to 
a certain  degree  be  eliminated  from  the  list  of  possible  causes,  for 
they  were  closed  from  20th  September  to  the  i Hh  of  November, 
and  many  of  the  patients  had  never  been  near  them.  Before 
being  closed,  children  from  infected  houses  were  rigidly  excluded. 

The  irregular  manner  in  which  the  disease  has  been  dis- 
tributed—as  shown  in  the  above  table — points  in  my  opinion  in  a 
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marked  manner  to  serial  diffusion  of  the  diphtheretic  micro- 
organism as  probably  being  in  a great  measure  the  responsible 
agent  for  the  invasion  and  spread  of  the  disease. 

This  inference  is  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  nearly  all  the 
cases  have  occurred  among  the  poorer  class  of  inhabitants  whose 
dwellings  being  so  small,  ill-ventilated,  inefficiently  drained,  and 
situated  in  damp  localities,  with  ground  at  the  rear  frequently  in 
a polluted  condition,  favor  and  foster  the  growth  of  the  diphtheretic 
poison  when  once  called  into  existence.  Another  cause  of  a great 
many  of  the  cases  has  been  undoubtedly  from  direct  contact, 
owdng  to  isolation  having  been  impossible  in  the  small  dwellings 
v\dth  a large  proportion  of  the  inmates’  children,  with  only  the 
mother  to  attend  to  all. 

It  is  also  possible  that  some  of  the  cases  may  have  arisen 
otherwise  than  from  a specific  infection  from  a previous  case,  and 
that  having  once  been  called  into  existence  may  have  propagated 
the  disease  among  the  susceptible.  There  has  also  been  ample 
evidence  to  corroborate  this  opinion  of  many  high  authorities  tha^ 
the  disease  attaches  itself  with  persistence  to  homes  or  localities, 
the  contagium  apparently  lying  dormant  until  a subject  apt  for 
its  reception  comes  within  range. 

Briefly,  therefore,  from  the  foregoing  statmenets  it  may  be 
presumed  that  the  probable  causes  are  as  under  ; — 

1.  — Aerial  diffusion. 

2.  — Direct  contact  from  want  of  efficient  isolation, 

3.  — Damp  polluted  soil  and  foul  gases  at  rear  of  cottages, 

from  cesspools,  etc. 

The  water  supply  is  excellent,  being  principally  derived  from 
the  Slough  Waterworks  Company. 

The  milk  supply  is  beyond  suspicion. 
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Measles. — Of  the  six  deaths  from  this  disease,  three  occurred 
at  Iver,  two  at  Burnham,  and  one  at  Boveney  ; they  were  all  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age,  five  being  of  infants  under  two 
years.  They  occurred  in  the  following  order  : —

The  disease  was  very  prevalent  in  many  of  the  parishes  during 
the  year,  and  at  Iver,  Gerrard’s  Cross,  Burnham,  Cippenham 
Farnham,  and  Stoke,  the  Schools  were  temporally  closed. 

Enteric  Fever. — The  single  death  from  this  disease  occurred 
at  Langley,  of  a youth  aged  i6  years,  in  March.  In  addition  to 
this  fatal,  four  non-fatal  cases  were  notified.  Dates  and  localities 
in  which  they  occurred,  quality  of  water,  sanitary  condition  of 
premises,  and  action  taken  are  shown  in  the  table  below  ; —

— Of  the  15  deaths  from  this  disease,  against  13  in  the 
pieceding  year,  6 occurred  at  Burnham,  3 at  Langley,  and  i each 
at  Horton,  Datchet,  Stoke,  Taplow,  Wexham,  and  Gerrards  Cross. 

Pulmonary  luberculosis. — Of  the  19  deaths  from  this  disease, 
against  2 i in  the  preceding  year,  4 occurred  at  Langley,  3 each  at 
Stoke,  Burnham,  and  Denham,  2 at  Horton,  and  i each  at  Datchet^ 
Wraysbury,  Farnham,  and  Hedgerley. 

Isolation  Hospital — Used  for  Scarlet  Fever  only. 

Of  the  5 1 cases  notified,  6 were  treated  at  home,  i sent  to  a 
convalescent  home,  i treated  at  Taplow  School  Sanatorium, 
and  43  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Of  these,  19  were 
removed  from  Langley,  7 from  Denham,  6 from  Gerrards  Cross, 
3 each  from  Horton,  and  Datchet.  2 from  Burnham,  and  i each 
from  Tver,  Taplow,  and  Farnham.  All  made  satisfactory 


recoveries.

Of  these  31  were  good  and  i doubtful. 

The  sample  found  to  be  doubtful  was  frem  a well  at  Langley, 
supplying  2 houses,  and  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst,  who 
pronounced  it  bad.  Immediate  steps  were  taken  and  water  from 
the  Slough  Company’s  mains  substituted. 

Wraysbury. — During  the  year  water  has  been  laid  on  to  7 
houses  in  the  village  from  the  mains  of  the  Rickmansworth  Water 
Co.,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  42  were  drawing  their  supply 
irom  them. 

Horton.-  -KX,  the  end  of  the  year  135  houses  in  the  village — 
including  that  part  of  Colnbrook  in  this  parish — were  drawing 
their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Rickmansworth  and  Slough 
Water  Companies,  i connection  to  the  former,  and  2 from  the 
latter  having  been  made  during  the  year. 
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Datchet — At  the  end  of  the  year  309  houses  in  the  village 
were  drawing  their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  vSlough  Water 
Company,  3 having  been  connected  during  the  year. 

Lanoley. — At  the  end  of  the  year  364  houses  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  mains  of  the  Slough  Water  Co., — including  that  part  of  Coin- 
brook  in  this  parish — were  drawing  their  supply  from  them,  16 
having  been  connected  during  the  year. 

Fariiham, — During  the  year  water  has  been  laid  on  to  24 
houses  from  the  mains  of  the  Burnham  Water  Company,  so  that 
at  the  end  of  the  year  208  houses  were  drawing  their  supply  from 
them.  Of  that  portion  of  the  parish  known  as  Salt  Hill,  87  were 
drawing  their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Slough  Water 
Company. 

Burnham. — At  the  end  of  the  year  539  houses  were  drawing 
their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Burnham  Water  Company,  9 
having  been  connected  during  the  year. 

Iver. — During  the  year  water  has  been  laid  on  to  8 houses 
f 

^rorn  the  mains  of  the  Richmanswonth  Water  Company,  so  that  at 
the  end  of  the  year  335  were  drawing  their  supply  from  this 
source. 

Fulmer. — At  the  end  of  the  year  4 houses  in  the  village  were 
drawing  their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Rickmansworth  Water 
Company. 

Sloke. — At  the  end  of  the  year  65  houses  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
mains  of  the  Slough  Water  Company  were  drawing  their  supply 
from  this  source,  9 connections  having  been  made  during  the  year. 

Dorney. — The  mains  of  the  Burnham  Water  Company  are 
laid  to  the  South  of  the  Village,  but  no  connection  has  yet  been 
made  to  them. 
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Gerrarih  Cross. — At  the  end  of  the  year  71  houses  in  the 
village — old  and  new — were  drawing  their  supply  from  the  mains 
of  the  Amersham  Water  Company,  26  having  been  connected 
during  the  year. 

Denham. — At  the  end  of  the  year  17  houses  were  drawing 
their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Rickmansworth  Water  Com- 
pany, I having  been  connected  during  the  year. 

Eton  Wick, — At  the  end  of  the  year  93  were  drawing  their 
supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Windsor  Water  Company.  No  fresh 
connection  having  been  made  since  1904. 

Hitcham. — At  the  end  of  the  year  42  houses  were  drawing 
their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Burnham  Water  Company,  2 
having  been  connected  during  the  year. 


Wexham. — The  Slough  Water  Company  extended  their  mains 
to  the  Village  in  1905,  when  6 houses  were  connected  to  them. 
Since  that  time  no  fresh  connection  has  been  made. 

Taplow. — During  the  year  the  Burnham  Water  Company 
extended  their  mains  to  the  Village,  and  7 houses  are  now 
drawing  their  supply  from  them. 

Boveney  and  Hedgerley  at  present  have  no  mains. 

During  the  year  14  new  wells  have  been  sunk,  five  cleansed 
and  repaired,  and  one  closed  as  being  polluted  ; 47  new  water 
cisterns  provided  to  W.C’s.,  and  9 overflow  pipes  from  cisterns 
disconnected  from  drains.

Mam  Drainage. — The  Council  has  completed  a scheme  of 
Main  Drainage  for  the  town  part  of  the  parish  of  Burnham,  and 
over  200  houses  are  now  ^February,  1908)  connected  with  the 
sewers — the  remaining  portion  ot  the  parish  being  scavenged  by 
the  Council  through  a Contractor.  Further  connections  are  being 
rapidly  made  to  the  Main  Drainage  System. 

The  question  of  the  Main  Drainage  of  the  village  of  Iver  is 
still  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Council,  and  a scheme  is  now 
in  preparation  dealing  with  this  area,  and  will  be  submitted  to 
the  Local  Government  Board  in  course  of  the  next  few  weeks. 

Sewage  Disposal. — As  I have  before  stated  Cesspools  are  in 
general  use  throughout  the  district.  In  six  of  the  parishes,  the 
process  of  emptying  these  necessaries  continue  to  be  carried  out 
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under  the  supervision  of  your  Inspectors.  In  the  other  twelve 
parishes  the  work  is  carried  out  by  the  responsible  persons  either 
when  they  think  fit — which  is  often  too  late — or  after  a visit  from 
the  Inspectors. 

Scavenging  is  carried  on  in  the  parishes  of  Burnham,  Iver, 
Datchet,  Langley,  Horton,  and  Fulmer. 

Sanitary  Work. — -The  Inspectors  have  again  furnished  me 
with  the  following  summary  of  sanitary  work  done  by  them 
during  the  year  : —
